I called and spoke with Brian Quigley in Utah about the configuration of the Bears Ears 
National Monument boundary and how recreation use has been reported in the past for the 
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Monticello Field Office. Brian indicated that 60 percent of the field office is now in the 
monument and includes the vast majority of areas that receives recreational visits. The 
undesignated areas of the field office are all on the eastern side of the field office where they 
do not collect or report much recreation use. I guess this is a long winded way of saying that I 
think we can reliably say that the recreation use reported previously for the Monticello Field 
Office will be very similar if not equivalent to the recreation use that will be reported for 
Bears Ears into the future. 

The attached spreadsheet shows recreational visits for the Monticello Field Office from Fiscal 
Years 2001 to 2016. There has been a pretty steady rise in use since 2001 (with a major spike 
in 2006 possibly due to the centennial celebration of the Antiquities Act) and then a major 
bump from 2015 to 2016 (56% increase).
